I find, to my embarrassment, that my answer to your last letter 
is long delayed.

I am, of 
course, very flattered by your proposal to discuss my work in 
tha terms you describe along with that of Schelling (I am, 
obviously, in many important respects a disciple of Schelling) *

intellectual atmosphere there at present, your choice of ’’cold, 
calculating American writers on defense to talk about may be 
regarded as somewhat provocative. I will be curious to hear 
your reception; I wish you luck.
